The  facilities  for  all  the  above  services  are  the 
same  as  last  year. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  supply  of  water  for  the  area  has  been  satisfactory 
in  quantity  -  as  for  quality  it  is  the  same  as  last  year. 

River  water  is  chlorinated  for  the  use  of  the  population 
in  the  village.  Rural  dwellers  rely  on  rain  or  dyke  water. 

The  area  awaits  the  commencement  of  its  plans  to  supply 
piped  Water  to  the  whole  community. 

SEWERAOE. 

The  P.O.W  Camp  in  the  area  has  been  disbended  and  so 
the  nuisance  caused  by  the  overloading  of  the  existing 
limited  service  has  been  lessened.  The  Ministry  of  Works 
suggested  that  a  bank  should  be  constructed  around  the 
present  sewage  field  to  prevent  effluent  flowing  into  the 
surrounding  dykes.  This  was  not  a  success  as  the  nature 
of  the  ground  prevented  water  soaking  away  and  a  lake  of 
sewage  very  quickly  formed.  The  bank  had  to  be  breached 
to  run  off  the  effluent  so  the  final  result  was  the  same 
as  the  commencement. 

HOUSINO. 

Ten  Council  houses  and  four  private  houses  have  been 
constructed  during  the  year. 
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
